BATTLEFIELD DEAD MAY BE BURNED 


Inventive Genius Submits Pians fora 
Portable Crematory. 

New York, Oct. 18.—[Special.]—It may not 
ameliorate the horrors of war in the eyes of 
peaceful citizens to have provisions mado 
for the cremation of dead soldiers on the 
field, instead of burying them in trenches, 
but a thoughtful German has invented a 
traveling crematory, and Secretary of War 
Lemont will soon have laid before him de- 
tails of the plan to incinerate the dead upon 
the battlefield. It is an unpretentious ap- 
paratus, but said to be one of the long-felt 
wants of every army that goes into the fieid. 

The objections to cremation do not apply 
to deaths upon the fields of battle. Here 
sentiment, sanitation, and common decency 
all cry out to have the bodies of the dead dis- 
posed of as rapidly and thoroughly as pos- 
sible. 

After a battle the dead are left upon the 
field, while the remnant of the army marches 
or retreats. Or there is a hasty stop for the 
dead. Pits are dug and the comrades liter- 
ally shoveled in, often without pyri cere- 
monies. 

Gustave Schiff has made tie traveling 
crematory for use in battle, and the model 
has already been submitted to Emperor 
William, and drawings of it have been laid

Only a Corporal’s Guard on Deck at 
New York Forts 

New York, Oct. 18.—{Special.]—It is to be 
hoped Gen Weyler wil! not hear of it and 
charter a tug to storm this port, but itisa 
melancholy fact that the forts in New York 
Harbor are practically deserted just now 
owing to the removal of sevcral batteries of 
the First United States Artillery to forts in 
the South. 

There has not been such an extensive 
transfer of the garrisons for five years as 
has been carried out in the last few days. 
Eight batteries in all have been transferred 
to St. Augustine, Pensacola, and New Or- 
leans, and only a quartermaster and a Cor- 
poral’s guard are left in charge of Forts 
Hamilton, Wadsworth, and Slocum pending 
the arrival of other batteries from Califor- 
nia. The unprotected condition of the har- 
por is not worrying: New-Yorkers to any 
great extent, however.

‘Wisconsin's Most Distinguished Jour- 
malist and a Politician of Note 
Succumbs to Tuberculosis. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 18.—Horace RubBlee, 
editor of the Milwaukee Sentinel, died tvo- 
night. | 

He had been suffering for two years from 
a tumorous disease developed from tubercu- 
losis and during the last month had rapidly 
wasted in strength. 

Mr. Rublee was born in Berkshire, Vt., in 
1829, and came to Wisconsin in his eleventh 
year. : 

He resided tn this State continuously with 
the exception of a year as editor of the Bos- 
ton Advertiser in 1878 and eight years as 
Minister to Switzerland during Grant's ad- 
ministration. 

He served for many years as Chairman of 
the Republican State committee, was editor 
of the Wisconsin State Journal at Madison 
for sixteen years, and in 1880 came to Mil- 
waukee and for a like period has been in 
control of the Sentinel. 

Mr. Rublee was easily the most distin- 
guished newspaper writer in Wisconsin his- 
tory for scholarly attainments, political 
leadership, and style of expression. 

In 1877, as Chairman of the State commit- 
tee, he repudiated a weak financial platform, 
and, committing the candidates to his views, 
placed the State in the lead in the West in 
emphatic indorsement of an honest money 
policy, which it has since maintained. He 
leaves a wife and two sons. 


TITLES AND BSTATES ARE AT STAKE. 


Beresford and Churchill Families Wel- 
come the Hope of Male Heirs by 
the Duchesses of Marlborough.

London, Oct. 18.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.}—The Sunday Times 
says the members of both the Beresford and 
the Churchill families will rapturously wel- 
come the announcement that two of the 
Duchesses of Marlborough—namely: Lillian, 
whose third husband is Lord William Beres- 
ford, and the reigning Duchess, née Miss 
Vanderbilt—afford hope for the advent of 
the male heirs ardently desired in both fam- 
ilies. The Churchill family especially are 
anxious for an heir. 

In the event of the demise of the reign- 
ing .Duke of Marlborough without a male 
heir there would be available materfal for 
highly interesting and most expensive law- 
suits. The dispute would probably lie be- 
tween the present Duke’s eldest sister, Lady 
Frances Gresley, and Mr. Winston Churchill, 
eldest son of the late Lord Randolph 
Churchill. 

It is a matter of uncertainty whether the 
Palace of Blenheim and the Duchy of Marl- 
borough go to the next male heir in éase there 
is a female who comes nearer to the iast 
holder of the title in genealogical descent. 
For instance, the present Duke has inherited 
through the female line as descendant of 
the second daughter of the great Duke of 
Marlborough. This.lady married Lord Sun- 
deriand, and his son became e of Marl- 
borough on the death of his aunt, Countess 
of Godolphin. Both the patent granting 
Blenheim to the first Duke and the patent 
creating the dukedom are said to be ex- 
tremely obscure. 


LAKE STEAMER AUSTRALASIA BURRS.

Sturgeon Bay, Wis., Oct. 18—The big 
seamer Australasia, owned by James Corri- 
gan of this city, was burned last night on 
‘Lake Michigan and now lies at the bottom 
of Whitefish Bay. 

The steamer, which was valued at $60,000 
and was loaded with a cargo of 2,000 tons 
of coal for Milwaukee, caught fire about 
11 o’clock last night. The Australasia was 
then in sight of land. 

Full steam was put on and an effort made 
to beach the vessel, the crew in the méan- 
time making a terrific fight against the 
flames. At last shoal water was reached 
just as the life saving crew arrived at the 
vessel and rescued the officers and men.

Says He Sent It to Butler Who Denies 
He Has Received It. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.—[{Special.]— 
Senator Marion Butler, Chairman of the 
Topulist National committee, again posi- 
tively asserted today that the Watson let- 
ter had not reached him. When shown a 
Gispatch in which Mr. Watson said he had 
inailed the letter last Wednesday, Senator 
Butler said he could not explain that, but 
reiterated his statement that he has not 
received it. When he did receive the letter 
he would give it out for publication. 

Thomson, Ga., Oct. 18.—H. W. Reed, Treas- 
urer of the Populist National committee, 
Mr. Watson’s personal representative at the 
recent Populist meeting at Chicago, and 
National Committeeman Washburn of Mas- 
sachusetts arrived in Thomson, the home 
of the Vice-Presidential candidate, today at 
12 o’clock from Atlanta. They were met at 
the depot by Mr. Watson’s son and driven 
at once to the home of the nominee. The 
three have been in continual conference 
since, stopping only for meals. Prominent 
local Populists, men ordinarily in the con- 
fidence of the Vice-Presidential candidate, 
have called, only to find that their leader 
begged to be excused. Mr. Watson firmly 
refused to be interviewed or say anything 
regarding the political situation this even-. 
ing. When asked. whether he would give 
out his letter tonight, he replied: 

“It will not be given out tonight. I have 
nothing whatever to say.

Result of the Chicago Platform on the 
Baltimore and Ohio. 

Baltimore, Md., Oct. 18.—{Special,]~Con- 
gresstnan John F. Cowen, who is also one 
of the receivers of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad company, in discussing the evils 
likely to result from the election of Bryan

GAME PRESERVE IN THE YOSEMITE. 


Col, Young Is Driving Out Hunters and 
Stock Raisers in Order to Propa- 
gate Wild Animals. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—In 
8 report to the Secretary of the Interior 
Lieut.-Col. Young, Acting Superintendent of 
the Yosemite National Park, says: ‘“‘ Over 
200 stand of arms have been taken from 
persons entering the park by the two main 
thoroughfares, including those taken from 
parties found inside, and as a result young 
broods of quail and grouse abound through- 
out the park. Deer, bear, lynx, foxes, coons, 
tree squirrels, and chipmunks, although not 
scarce, are not so plentiful as they should 
be, but Jf firearms, hunters, and trappers are 
kept out of the park they will multiply and 
become plentiful. Their instinctive fear of 
man will gradually lessen and in afew years 
visitors will be enabled to see and study 
them in their natural state. 

“These animals drift down below the 
heavy snow line in winter and the supply 
that is taken by ranchmen. and hunters 
outside the park boundaries will be a suf- 
ficient trimming in numbers to promote a 
healthful breeding and growth in the natural 
game nursery within the boundaries, 

“Two men were discovered placer mining 
in Ned’s Gulch, on the Merced River, abdout 
two miles from the western boundary. They 
were ejected from the park‘and their sluice 
boxes destroyed. Their average findings 
amounted to 40 cents per day each, and they 
seemed glad of a good excuse to quit.

This action, coming, as it does, 
on the heels of the ass¢mbly’s adoption last 
week of the report of its Commission of In- 
quiry gent to Mexico, is regarded as doubly 
significant. 

The mattér was brought before the as- 
sembly by Delegate Barrett, a free silver 
man, Who produced a copy of the pamphlet, 
and wanted to know if the signers had been 
given authority by the assembly to use the 
name of the organization in the interest of 
“ goldbugs and plutocrats.” 

The Secretary was instructed to read the 
document. Nearly all the men who signed 
it were present, and several took occasion 
to explain their position in the matter by 
saying they had acted as individuals, and 
not as members of any organization. The 
discussion consumed an hour. 

Delegate Pomeroy finally said the pam- 
phiet was a fair statement of facts, and 
should have the hearty indorsement of the 
méeting. Delegates Powers, Grady, and 
others spoke in the same vein. The matter 
was put to a vote and carried with but one 
dissenting voice. ~ i 

What the Pamphlet Declares. 


The pamphlet contains the following:

PANIC IN A MILWAUKER CHURCH. 


Fall of a Heavy Clock Weight from a 
High Tower Without Fa- 
tal Results. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—A 
500-pound clock-weight crashed through 
three floors of St. Hedwig’s Catholic Church 
this afternoon. The church was crowdel 
at the time, and a panic ensued, in which 
no one was injured. 

St. Hedwig’s is a Polish Romar? Catholic 
‘church. Archbishop Katzer was adminis- 
tering the sacrament of confirmation to a 
class of 225 at. the time, and the church was 
crowded. There were over 2,000 present. 
The tower is 180 feet high, and the weight 
was suspended at a height of 170 feet. The 
tower covers the entrance to the edifice. 

The services had been in progress for some 
time, and fortunately there were no people 
passing In or out. At a few minutes after 
4 the servicés were brought to qn end by a 
terrible crash in the belfry. It seemed to 
those in the church that the tower was fall- 
ing. The first crash was followed by a sec- 
ond in an instant, then there came a third. 
The big weight had fallen through the three 
floors and into the entry. 

It had happened so quickly that the con- 
gregation could barely gasp for breath after 
the first floor gave way under the weight 
when it was over, and the people began to 
pour in disorder from the church. 


Women screamed and men ‘turned pale 


with fright. The priests, realizing the dan- 
ger, called on the people to preserve order 
and to leave the church quietly. They were 
soon assured by those near the door that 
danger was past. They quieted down, and 
the building was emptied without serious 


accident. 


NEW PLAN FOR REACHING THE POLE. 


A Boston Experimenter Would Direct 
Aerial Navigation by Utilizing 
Magnetic Attraction. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 18.—[{Special.]—An en- 
tirely new scheme looking to aerial naviga- 
tion and flight has been suggested by A. W. 
Nitsch of No. 1 Beacon street. Itis sucha 
decided departure from all the propositions 
heretofore advanced for utilizing the at- 
mosphere for purposes of transit as.to com- 
mand serious attention from scientists and 
‘others to whom it has been presented. 

It is the idea of Mr. Nitsch that the subtle 
magnetic attrattion that holds the needle of 
the mariner’s compass with unswerving 
fidelity to the north can be utilized in a mag- 
nified form for man’s convenience, profit, 
and pleasure. 

Accepting the theory advanced that vast 
deposits of magnetic ore exist in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the North Pole, and from 
there come the magnetic currents distrib- 
uted over the globe, and that it is the aitrac- 
tion of this thus far unbounded field that 
draws with magic power the needie of the 
compass, there is nothing, as Mr. Nitsch 
looks at it, to prevent its being made of real 
service. 

‘* I believe,”’ said he to a TRIBUNE reporter, 
“that magnets could be suspended in the air 
of sufficient force to counteract the resist- 
ance of the air, overcome the adverse cur- 
rents, and move more or less rapidly towards 
the north.” Mr. Nitsch said that it might 
not prove possible, but it Was open to argu- 
ment and experiment, and there was no tell- 
ing what might come of it. As to the meth- 
ods of return, should such a flight as pict- 
ured ever be taken, that was spoken of as a 
problem that would be salved quickly. 


TOWN 18 OBLITERATED BY A STORM. 


Altata, a Mexican Mining Settlement, 
Struck by Tidal Wave and 
Hurricane. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 18.—[{Special.]— 
When the steamer Orizaba reached the 
mouth of the River Culiaca, State of Sina- 
loa, Mexico, on its last trip up the gulf it 
was found that not. a building of the little 
mining Town of Altata was standing. This 
was the result of the terrible storm of 
Sept. 18, 

The storm was a composite affair, partak- 
ing of the nature of a tidal wave, cloud- 
‘burst, and chubasco, as the hurricane is 
called, Torrents rushed down from the hills 
back of Altata and met the tidal wave com- 
ing in from the sea and the town was ob- 
literated. 

Many of the mines located inland were 
flooded. The loss of life ‘was slight and 
the Altatans are now camping in tents or 
rudely constructed huts a little back of 
where the town stood.

St. Paul Globe Canvass Gives It to Mc- 

; Kinley by 20,000. 

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 18.—[Special.]}—Ac- 
cording to a poll of Minnesota completed 
today by the St. Paul Globe, McKinley will 
have a plurality in this State of approxi- 
mately 20,000. The exact figures given by 
the Globe are 18,685. The paper has sent 
its correspondents into every county, eighty- 
one in all, and madea full and fair canvass 
without partisan bias, and announces that 
Minnesota is no longer in the doubtful 
column. 

In the poll Minneapolis {s given to Mc-

Springfield, Mo., Oct. 18.—In the Federal 
court bere, before Judge Phillips, the “‘ mys- 
tic number” swindler, G. R. Bell, alias 
James T. Schwartz, and his four accom- 
plices, Henry T. Wells, Michael A. McGin- 
nis, Thomas A. Robbins, and Thomas Hob- 
son, pleaded guilty to the charge of using 
the’ United States mails for fraudulent pur- 
poses and were sentenced. Schwartz, Wells, 
and McGinnis were sentenced to two years 
in the penitentiary and to pay fines of $1,000 
each.

USES SKULLS 10 ILLUSTRATE LECTURE 
Dr. G. Frank Lydstonm Treats of “ Crim- 


inolegy ” Before the Soctety of 
Anthropology. 


A table filled with skulls was much in evi- 
dence at the regular meeting of the Society 
of Anthropology at Handel Hall yesterday 
afternoon, A paper was read by Dr. G. 
Frank Lydston on “ A General Considera- 
tion of Criminology, with Special Reference 
to Degenerates."’ 

Dr. Lydston used the skulls to illustrate 
the difference between the head of a crim- 
inal and the head of a man suffering from 
some other disease, for, according to the 
speaker, criminality is a disease, 

“A philosophical study of the crime ques- 
tion,” he said, “ ie one of the newest phases 
of advancement in socialistic science, and is 
the best evidence at our command of the 
great progress and advancement of human- 
ity. Reasoning upon the crime problem was 
formerly based entirely upon sentiment: 
hence there could be no advancement in 
thought. 4 

*“ Intelligent study must be founded upon 
a. materialistic foundation. Nothing haa 
ever been accomplished by the sentimental 
treatment of the crime question. The money 
of the taxpayer has been spent uselessly, 
chiefly for the reason that results, not causes, 
have been dealt with. Prison reformers 
have failed to cure the souls of criminals 
because they have forgotten their bodies. 
Make a healthy man of the criminal, give 
him a well-developed brain to think with, 


_and possibly preaching may benefit him. 


** Modern criminology does not claim that 
a degenerate individual is universally crim- 
inal, but it does maintain that criminals 
are mainly degénerates. There is, of course, 
@ danger that the pendulum of progress 
may swing too far in a materialistic direc- 
tion, and there is often a tendency to exag- 
geration of the results of scientific crim- 
inology. This has been shown in certain 
criminal trials—notably the Prendergast 
case—but is a result of overenthusiasm 
rather than any intrinsic fallacy in the 
science itself. 

" oe beginge itself contamination at 
the marriage license window. I hope the 
time will come when degenerates will be 
refused licenses to marry. I thoroughly be- 
lieve it should be considered a crime for a 
person in the active stages of an infectious 
disease to marry. Society should protect 
itself from the result of ill-assorted mar- 
riages.”’ ‘ 

Continuing, the speaker inveighed against 
capital punishment on the principle that 
murder is murder, whether legalized or not. 
He claimed that society manufacturers its 
own criminals, and concluded by saying the 
keynote of the situation, as far as the pre- 
vention of crime is concerned, is for society 
to so care for young children, and especial- 
ly those of criminal parentage, they will be 
prevented from developing into criminals.

FIRES AT THE CONDUCTOR 


BERT PEACOCK’ CAUSES %&X PANIC 
ON A CLARK STREET CAR, 


Angered at Being Put 0€@ for Refusing 
to Pay His Fare He Sends a Bullet 
After the Official in Uniform at 
Washington and La Salle—Wild 
Scramble of Passengers to Get Out 
of Harm’s Way—No One Is Hurt—As- 
sallant Is Pat Under Arrest.

Three men_on the rear platform ducked 
and ran through the car with their coat col- 
lare turned up, yelling “murder” at the 
top of their voices. Everybody jumped up, 
ane just then the report of the revolver was 
Panic of the Passengers. 

The passengers piled over one another in 
their efforts to get away from the scene of 
hostilities. The door was jammed, and a 
number of people who were unable to get 
out got behind the stove. 
under the seat, and all made themselves as 
small as possible. Those who reached the 
front door did not stop before they were in 
the street, and they didn’t much care, ap- 
parently, whether they alighted on their feet 
or not. Half a dézen men were seen pick- 
ing themselves up after the car passed. 

There were about as many women as men 
in the car, and they displayed fully as mach 
agility in getting out as those who were not 
incumbered with skirts. Fortunately no- 
body was hurt, and the excitement was over 
before any of the women had time to become 
hysterical. 

The conductor stepped inside the car when 
he saw the man he had put off was about to 
shoot. He looked pale, but quickly recov- 
ered himself.. After firing one shot the man 
walked away in Washington street, toward 
Dearborn. The car continued its trip. 

Description of the Passenger. 

The passenger who caused all the excite- 
ment was a well-dressed man not over 25 
years of age. He was seen to jump off a 
north-bound car just ds it emerged from the 
tunnel on the North Side. He ran a few 
steps and got on the south-bound car. The 
conductor asked him for his fare while pass- 
ing through the tunnel. He refused to pay 
it, saying there was a man inside that had 
paid it. He was intoxicated, and the suppo- 
sition is he and a friend started north to- 


gether. 
The conductor insisted on payment of the 


fare, and the man became abusive. He was, 


put off at La Salle street, but caught the 
railing on the east side of the car. The con- 
ductor loosened his hold, and he dropped 
to the street. With an oath he said he was 
going to make a window in the conductor’s 
vest and aimed directly at the official, but 
missed even the car so far as could be ascer- 
tained, 

Policeman Harvey Cline of the Forty-first 
Precinct happened to be passing when the 
shots were fired and arrested Peacock.

COACHERS’ WORK IS EFFECTIVE. 
Princeton Line Is as Strong as It Can 
Be Made. ¢ 

Princeton, N. J., Oct. 18.—[Special.}—A 
marked improvement has been noticed in 
the football practice on Princeton’s 'varsity 
field during this week. The coachers have 
made the line as strong as is possible with 
the material at hand, and the men arc be-om- 
ing used to their positions and to each other, 
so that from now on better team work is 
looked for, The experiments the coachers 
have been making in the line are now prac- 
ticaily at an ena, ana with the singie ex- 
ception of right tackle it may safeiy be said 
if changes are made in the Tiger iine aur- 
ing the rest of the season it wiil be only be- 
cause of injury to the men who are now fill- 
ing the positions. 

Last year Tyler was not considered hcavy 
enough to play tackle on the ‘varsity as it 
should be piayed until he was com peiled to 
go in on account of Lea’s injury, but this 
season, by clever handling, he has devel- 
oped into a fairly good guard. His !ight 
weight tells against him considerably, but 
he has pluck enough to stand up againsta 
man twice his size, and after he has become 
used to his place he gives promise of doing 
effective work. 

Capt. Cochran considers Armstrong as 
the biggest *‘ find’ of the season. Last year 
Armstrong played as a half back, but was 
not much of a success, and this year he 
asked to be tried in the line. His work at 
right guard has improved to a degree that 
enables him. to hold his own against even the 
mighty Holt. He is playing a fierce, ag- 
gressive game, and with a few more weeks’ 
coaching he will prove a hard man for any 
guard to handle. 

While Hildebrand is recovering from his 
injury Geer is being tried at right tackle, 
where he plays a steady, though somewhat 
slow, game. Hildebrand’s knee is fast get- 
ting back into shape, and ‘‘ Scotty’’ Mc- 
Masters hopes to have him out again in time 
for the game with the University of Virginia 
next Wednesday. 

At left tackle Church is playing the game 
of his life. In the daily games with the 
scrub not a play takes place but what 
Church is in theymiddle of it, and always as 
a telling factor. As a ground gainer he is 
as reliable as any man on the Princeton 
team, but where he makes himself felt most 
is in the interference on an end run. Thomp- 
son has made wonderful strides in his play- 
ing at left end lately, and he is now putting 
up a game that is as good as Capt. Cochran 
could wish and is not so far behind the Cap- 
tain himself. During the week the scrub 
backs have found Thompson’s end a hard 
one to work. He always breaks up the in- 
terference coming at his end, and as a gen- 
eral thing gets the man with the ball. 

Back of the line is where the Tigers will 
have the greater part of their strength. With 
a couple of half tacks like Bannard and Kel- 
ley and a full back of Baird’s ability, with 
Smith to pass the ball back, Princeton will 
have a likely combination. Bannard is a 
reliable ground gainer and a strong kicker 
as well. Kelley’s only weakness is his slow- 
ness in end plays, but he more than makes 
up for this by the terrific manner with 
which he smashes into the line. .He is also 
a good man to brace up the line, because of 
his heavy tackling. Reiter and Rosengarten 
are both fit to play ‘varsity football, and 
they are capable of doing fully as good work 
as Rannardéd and Kelley. 

Baird’s punting is the best seen on Prince- 
ton’s field for a longtime. Perhaps Wheeler 
gets his kicks off quicker, but he is not nea rly 
so effective as Baird in other ways. Either 
one is capable of filling the place in first- 


class style.

REVIEW OF THE WEEK IN THE WEST 


Championship Season Opens with the 
Prospect of Close Games. 

With Saturday’s football games the West- 
ern championship series opened and some 
idea of the form the teams in the race are 
showing can be ascertained, although many 
allowances must be made in such a com- 
parison of football teams. 

Thus far Michigan has made the best 
record of any of the Western elevens, with 
other teams rather evenly matched. From 
present indications there will be many close 
games in the West, as a number of the teams 
seem nearly equal in strength. Wisconsin, 
Illinois, and Michigan have each defeated 
Lake Forest. lllinois first met the suburban 
team and defeated it, 38toU. The next week 
Wisconsin won by the score of 34 to 0, in- 
dicating that Illinois and Wisconsin, should 
they meet this season, which is improbable, 
would be evenly matched. Michigan almost 
doubled the score in its.game on Saturday, 
running up 66 points to none for the visitors, 
and the defeated team put a much stronger 
eleven in the fleld than it did in either of the 
preceding games. 

Oberlin has played the first of its Western 
games and is clearly out of the race. The 
decisive score of 30 to 0, made by Chicago, 
settles the question of Oberlin’s chances. 
On its former Western trip Chicago -was 
beaten 33 to 12, and Illinois 34 to 24. The 
game on Wednesday at Champaign will 
furnish the first criterion of what may be ex- 
pected in the game between Chicago and the 
State University eleven, which will be the 
second of, Chicago’s hard games. 

Missouri will not be likely to obtain a 
game from Yale next season if its chances 
rest upon its showing this year. 

The Columbia Tigers have succumbed to 
the Iowa Agricultural College, 6 to 0, and to 
Illinois, 10 to 0. The first game, however, is 
not a fair test, as the eleven was in no con- 
dition for a game, but the eontest with IIli- 
nois at St. Louis was a hard game and a 
fair test of the strength of the two teams: 
The interference of the Illinois team is its 
strong point, and heavy material, which has 
been lacking for the last two.seasons, seems 
more plentiful this year, and substitutes who 
can play up to the standard of the first eleven 


are out in numbers. 

One of the surprises of the week was the 
defeat of Purdue, by innesota by so de- 
cisive a score. The H@osier champions did 
not play in their usual form, and Minnesota 
had a victory which was surprisingly easy. 
Michigan will meet Purdue at Lafayette 
next Saturday. 

At that city it is difficult for any team to 
win against the home eleven, and it has often 
been said by visiting teams the champions 
of the United States in football would have 
a hard time, as the team plays with a 
desperation seldom seen on other fields. 
When the result is decided something of the 
relative strength of Michigan and Minnesota 
can be guessed.

TO SELECT A NEW UNIVERSITY RECTOR. 


Names Likely to Be Submitted from 
Which to Select a Successor to 
Bishop Keane. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.—The program 
of the meeting of the directors of the Cath- 
olic University indicates a brief and busi- 
ness-like session. The meeting begins at 
10:30 on Wednesday, in the Senate Chamber 
of McMahon Hall. The sessions will be pri- 
vate, and the present indications are that 
no authoritative information as to the choice 
of Bishop Keane’s successor will be made 
public after the meeting or until the Pope 
has acted on the recommendation of the di- 


rectors. ; 

The meeting of Archbishops begins on 
Thursday morning at the same place, but 
this has to do with the general affairs of 
the church, and not with the university. 

It is expected that Cardinal Gibbons and 
Archbishop Williams of Boston will be the 
guests of the university. Archbishops Cor- 
rigan of New York and Ryan of Philadelphia 
will be with Messrs. Riggs of this city. 
Most of the visiting prelates have friends 
here with whom they will stay during the 
meeting. Archbishop Gross of Oregon is 
here already, the guest of Father Mackin 
of St. Paul’s Parish. 

Although the meeting of the university 
directors is near at hand, there appears to 
be no crystallization on any name for the 
rectorship to succeed Bishop Keane. Ob- 
jections are raised to most of the names 
already mentioned tn the press, and in uni- 
versity circles it is felt that the conjecture 
has not come from those who will have a 
voice in the selection. 

The Very Rev. Augustin FP. Hewit of New 
York, who has been mentioned, is said to be 
too far advanced in years to undertake the 
arduous work of managing the university. 
One of the members of the board has stated 
that it was at least settled that a man in the 
prime of life would be chosen. Moreover, 
Father Hewit belongs to the Paulist order, 
and thus far the wniversity has been directed 
by the secular clergy outside of the orders. 

Concerning Bishops Horstman of Cleve- 
land, Bacon of Georgia; Montgomery of 
California, and Spalding of Peoria it is said 
that the Pope’s letter stating that “ rotation 
in office’ shall prevail at the university will 
make it inexpedient for any Bishop or Arch- 
bishop to accept the place, as the next rector 
is assured of being “ rotated ” out of office 
after a few years of service. The tenure of 
office of the Bishops is for life, so that they 
are not likely to give up a place of such dig- 
nity and permanence for a temporary posi- 
tion which, when {t was terminated, would 
leave them without a diocese. 

The name of the Rev. Dr. Brann of 8t. 
Agnes’ Parish, New York, continues to be 
mentioned prominently. Archbishop Cha- 
pelle of Santa F6 also tis mentioned, al- 
though the objections already’ stated make 
it unlikely that he would accept. It was he 
who, when in charge of St. Matthew's 
Church here, bought the tract where the uni- 
versity now Is located, for the comparatively 
small sum of $28,000. " 

In some quarters connected with the uni- 
versity the tmpression prevails that Car- 
dinal Satolli knows who the next rector will 
be, and that personal tnformation he will 
be able to lay before the Pope at an early 
day will be decisive in determining the rec- 
torship. The expectation is that the new 
rector will not enter upon his duties before 
the Christmas holidays. :

Renewing the Kingdom. 

Bishop Charles Edward Cheney preached 
last evening at Bt. Matthéw’s Reformed 
Episcopal Church, Larrabee street, near 
Fullerton avenue. The text was I. Sam., 
xi., 14: “ Then said Samuel to the people, 
come, and let us go up to Gilgal, and renew 
the kingdom there.” 

The preacher drew attention to the singu- 
lar unselfishness of the old prophet Sam- 
uel, who, when the Israelites had demanded 
his abdication, and insisted upon a King 
like the other nations, not only complied with 
their! demand, but gathered the people at 
Gilgal to “renew the kingdom.” Advert- 
ing to the law of association which makes 
certain localities to awaken certain States 
of mind, Bishop Cheney referred to the fact 
that recently, when enjoying the exquisite 
beauty of the view from the Place de la 
Concorde, in Paris, he had suddenly felt a 
shuddering horror as the thought came lo 
him that he was standing on the site of the 
guillotine of the Reign of Terror. 

Samuel availed himself of this law of 
place when he called the people to Gilgal. 


It is-significant that the Hebrew word Gil- 


gal means “a rolling off,” and it was at 
this place they had entered the promised 
land, and the reproach of being aimless 
vagabonds in the wilderness had been rolled 
off. Drawing the analogy to the cross of 
Calvary, as the place where the Christian’s 
Sins were rolled off, he urged a return to 
that cross. The speaker was dteply con- 
vinced that the remedy for the ills which 
appall good men and women today will be 
found only in the church coming back to 
that sense of sin, and the perfect putting 
of sin away, which an old-fashioned but 
now unfashionable gospel proclaimed. 

He then called attention to the purpose 
which led to the assembly at Gilgal. It 
was the renewal of allegiance to their Kinz. 
Such a reconsecration to the service of the 
King of Kings has a peculiar appropriate- 
ness as the summer vacation ends and the 
season of parish activity begins anew. 

“We are,” said Bishop Cheney, “ just at 
the new year’s day of religious privilege and 
work. Christ call you to test your 
Christian sincerity by giving up your own 
ease and comfort to do his will when you 
would prefer your own? Yes. But he !s 
your King. Does he ask for your toil, your 
money, your time? Yes. But he is your 
King. Does*he sometimes lead you forth 
by bitter waters, or, bow your head with 
sorrows, or darken your home with mourn- 
ing? Yes. But he is your King. Then, at 
the cross where he redeemed you, crown 
him Lord of all. At the Gilgal where he 
rolled off from us the burden of our sins let 
us renew the kingdom.” 


** Before Christ, Politiclans.’’ 

At St. Paul’s Methodist Episcopal Church 
the pastor, Dr. W. B. Leach, preached on the 
subject, “‘ Before Christ, Politicians. ” He 
said: 

“The average politician is backboneless. 
He is all things to all men. He can be ‘ good 
Lord’ or ‘good devil.’ He isa purchas- 
able commodity. Dear .at any price he is, 
for he is always back on the market. Hew to 
rid ourselves of him we hardly know for cer- 
tain. 

‘What we need is an old-time revival fn 
politics, that shall make us worthy of our 
great advantages. Examples are thick in all 
history. Take Daniel, the politician who ruled 
Babylon before Christ; look at him, firm, 
true, courteous, seeking death in preference 
to dishonor. Everything said, ‘ Daniel, be 
a politician. Get along nicely. Do as they 
require. Make yourself popular.’ Daniel 
said, ‘ No.’ | 

“Out of this great politician's life there 
ought to be lessons for us. If we conscien- 
tiously, aftér using all light, believe we are 
right, let us die for it. I hate intimidation 
processes. They were tried on Daniel and 
failed. They ought to. I do believe in each 
voting his convictigns, notin ignorance, but 
in all the light he can get. ~ 

“What we must have and can have isa 
race of politicians lik- Oaniel whose religion 
embraces their pd cs and whose life is 
ready to be given fog principle.

As the principal bread plant of all civil- 
ived_ nations, wheat is a product the price of 
which is peculiarly sensitive to temporary 
influences. For that reason it can be con- 
sidered most advantageously and most fair- 
ly in periods of five years, a period suffi- 
ciently long to reduce minor oscillations to 
their trus relative importance and yet not 


- too long to show the effect of any really 


significant movement. 
Highest Average Price. 


was not during the five years imme- 
dintely preceding 1873, but from 1877 to 1882 
that we received the highest average price 
per bushel, $1.1934. During that period our 
exports were larger than at any other time 
in thé twenty-eight years under considera- 
tion. Our wheat was not brought into the 
same active competition with the wheat 
of other es that it has since had to 
encounter. It was in great demand, and, 
“tn obedience to a law as inexorable as the

But is it not true that during the last- 
mentioned period, 1867 to 1872, wheat rose 
to an exceedingly high price? Was it not 
the case that throughout almost the entire 
first half of 1868 No. 1 spring wheat was

rency prices? This is true, and it is a fact 
which the wheat grower is not in the least 
r of forgetting. But he does not so 
readily remember, nor is he so frequently re- 
minded, that before the end of the following 
(1869) No. 1 spring wheat was worth 

*the same market only from 83 cents to 
88 cents and No. 2 from 76% cents to 80 cents 
per bushel, currency prices, equivalent only 
to from 63 cents to 72% cents per bushel in 
gold, and this in the face of a slight in- 
erease in the value of silver. This period of 
low prices lasted about eight inonths and 
was brought to an end not by any change in 
lation af- 
fecting the currency, but simply by the 
breaking out of the war between France and 
Germany, which paralyzed the agricultural! 
operations of two of the greatest nations of 


the world, and, aided slightly by deficient 


harvests in one or two other countries, 
speedily sent up the price of wheat in Liv- 
erpsol 30 cents per bushel. In the United 
States wheat n to rise the moment 
War was seen to be inevitable, and within 
sixty days it had advanced 30 cents ‘per 
bushel and flour $1.25 per barrel. The net 
result of these various oscillations in val- 
ues was that rather less than $1.17 per 
bushel constituted the average export price 
of wheat in the United States during the 
five years ending June 30, 1872.

On examining in detail the statistics for 
this period we find that theexports of wheat 
in 1882 and 1883 averaged 50,000,000 bushels 
less than in 1881, the very first year of the 
period we are now considering being thus 
marked by an enormous falling off in the 
demands of foreign countries for our wheat. 
The American farmer had, however, become 
so thoroughly imbued with the idea that the 
capacity of foreign nations to absorb our 
surplus production was practically unlimited 
that he continued for ten years longer to 
raise wheat in steadily increasing quantities, 
the production from 1882 to 1886 being more 
than 137,000,000 bushels greater than in the 
preceding five years, and that from 1887 
to 1891 greater again by over 121,000,000 
bushels than from 1882 to 1886. Had pro- 
duction stood still in’ other countries its in- 
crease in the United States would not of 
itself have brought down prices, but at the 
same time that it was increasing rapidly in 
the Dakotas, Minnesota, Kansas, California, 
and elsewhere, Russia, India, and Argentina 
were all adding largely to the wheat supply 
of the world. Russia’s exports of 371,250,000 
bushels from 1882 to 1886 increased to 527,- 
210,000 bushels during the next five years. 
This increase has continued with a brief 
intermission down to the present time, and 
the exports from Russia last year amounted 
to no less than 145,996,000 bushels. Prior 
to 1881 the wheat exports of British India 
were totally insignificant, but from 1882 to 
1891 that country sent to the markets of the 
world the large aggregate of 327,394 024 
bushels. Equally remarkable has been the 
increase in the exports of wheat from 
Argentina. From 1882 to 1886 inclusive, they 
amounted to only 11,662,221 bushels, but in 
the succeeding five years they increased to 
44,290,506 bushels, while in the four years 
last past (1892 to 1895) they have reached 


a total of no less than 158,192,933 bushels. 


Even Canada, that in 1884, 1889, and 1890 
was an importing country, has, during the 
last four years, poured into the already 
bursting granaries of the world over 40,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat.

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 17.—The Post 
says it is stated at the Chinese Consulate 
here that the Chinese Minister at Washing- 
ton will be succeeded at the expiration of 
his term, eight months hence, by Lord Li, 
nephew and adopted son of Earl Li Hung 
Chang. 

Lord Li accompanied the Viceroy on his 
recent tour. He has beeh Chinese Minister 
to Japan and Secretary to the Chinese Lega- 
tion at London. He is 40 years old. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 17.—The Chinese 
Legation here has no information concerning 
the report from San Francisco that Lord Li 
will succeed Yang Yu as Minister to Wash-

ulist* parties can get their tickets placed | 
on the official ballot next year without 
making nominations by petition. The law 
states that only the nominees of the party 
which cast at least 2 per cent of the vote 
at the last preceding election are entitled 
to’ be placed on the official ballot by nom- 
ination papers. In the present instance the 
two parties have fused and yet each party 
having a separate ticket on the ballot the 
returns cannot show how many votes were 
cast for the ** Democrat” and how many 
votes for the *“ Populist” ticket, as the 
Electoral and State tickets are the same 
in each instance. 4 

The point has been raised by prominent 
attorneys that this will prevent either the 
Democrats or the Populists from nominat- 
ing by convention and having their-tickets 


go through the form of securing petitions. 


Provisions of the Law. 

Several of the leading lawyers of the State 
have considered this question, and hold that 
the law clearly states the duty of the Secre- 
tary of State, and that he will not be permit- 
ted to accept such tickets without being ac- 
companied by petition, as neither party will 
be able to prove that it cast 2 per cent of the 


vote this fall. The upshot of the whole mat- } 


ter will be that the ‘‘ National Democratic 
party,” which represents the sound money 
Democrats, probably will be the only party 
beside the Republican, and possibly the Pro- 
hibitionists, which will be able to show that 


its ticket polled 2 per cent of the vote this | 


fall. The effect of this is apparent. It will 
give the sound money Democrats the .pres- 
tige of the organization, and undoubtedly 
will give them position as the Democratic 
party in lowa next year. i 

In some parts of the State, notably W apel- 
lo County, where the fusion brought about 
by the State convention has been followed 
out to the county ticket, the silver Demo- 
crats openly say they have destroyed the 
Populist organization. In the distribution 
of county officers the Populists received two 
and the silver Democrats received three, 
and the tacit agreement was that both par- 
ties should work with equal vigor for the 
nominees of the other. They are not doing 
it, however. ‘‘ We have succeeded in ac- 
complishing what we have long wished for,” 
said a prominent silver Democrat of Ottum- 
wa, “ and that is to get the Populists out of 
our way in this county. They have been 
holding the balance of power; that is to say, 
there were eneugh votes cast for the Pop- 
ulist county ticket to enable the Republicans 
tostepinand win. Now, however, by fusion, 
they have given up their party organization, 
and next year they will have to be Democrats 
or else begin again. We are working for 
the success of the whole ticket, but are nat- 
urally giving the bfggest boost to the three 
Democrats, and if the result in this county 
should happen to be so close that only a part 
of our county ticket Is elected, it is not a 
violent assumption that it will be the Demo- 
crats, while the Populists may have to give 
way to their Republican opponents.” 


Popocrats Outgeperaled. 


However the result may be in Wapello 
County, it is true that the Populists have 
been taken in and done for nicely in this 
campaign, and if by swallowing them up 
the Popocrats have also put themselves in 
the position of being a party without an or- 
ganization, legally considered, it will un- 
doubtedly create considerable consternation 
in Popocratic ranks. Meanwhile the sound 
money Democrats are enjoying themselves 
hugely. They feel that their defection from 
the Bryan ticket has made certain his de- 
feat, and the prospect that they will be the 
only recognized Democratic organization in 
Iowa next year puts them in good humor.
